up, a good many farmers in Maine 
have been making their own chewing 
tobacco, jubt as their grandfathers did 
Tobacco seed is bought in Virginia 01 
Kentucky, and planted in hot beda 01 
boxes early in the spring. After dan- 
ger from frost has passed, the seed- 
lings are transplanted in rich ground 
and allowed to grow until September 
1. The stalks are cut off near 
the 


ground on a dry day and the whole 
plant, with leaves attached is hung in o 
loft to cure. In May the dry leaves arc 
stripped off, and when the libs 
are 


j tuken out the mass is wetted with n 
| sweetened water 
containing an in- 


i fusion of licorice root. As soon as the 


flow of maple sap diminishes, the spig 
gots are taken from the trees and the 
auger holes that held the spigots an? 
crowded full of the prepared tobaecc 
leaves. A tapering pine plug is then 
driven into the hole on top of the to 
bacco, and sawed off flush with the 
tree. 


In midsummer, when the maple fla- 


voring has had time to permeate the 
mass and the wad of leaves has turned 
dark and shrunken to half its original 
bulk, the plug is hoied out and a solid 
cylinder of excellent chewing tobac- 
co is found. Xearly all the farmers in 
northern and western Fenobscot coun- 
ty arc making their own chewing tobac- 
co this "V ear.

mal, but if you take a fish and keep him 
in slightly tepid water for a month or 
so lie \\jll soon £,-t't used to it, und be 
ncrff-ftly healthy, says Public Opinion. 
Then, if jou like, yon can increase the 
\vatur's tcnipc-raturc. The fish \\ill not 
pay any attention 10 thf change if it 
be made gradually, and will cat a good 
deal more than in quite cold \vater. In- 
crease the heat still more and he will 
develop ft strong appetite and his skin 
will look clean and glossy. 


Yon may go on uith this treatment 


for any lenp-th of timo. ahvn\s slightly 
adding to the heat of tlie water, and 
giving tho fKh more and more to cat. 
until the water is ,ts hot as your hand 
can bear. If you then put the fish in a 
radiated aquarium—that is, an aquari- 
um with heat playing on a part of it. so 
that one-half of the water is colder than 
the other—the fish will keep to the hot 
part and bask in it. It Is s;ml that a 
fish will even live a little while without 
outnarrl discomfort in water not 
a 


great deal below the boiling point. A 
fish certainly seems to derive benefit 
from living in hot water, and is better 
eating after such a kfe when it is dead.

Their Benuurkable SlrencCh, Endir- 


»ee «»d Power of Getting 


Over the Ground. 


One of the Tery first things that strike 


tho wanderer in the great expanses oi 
the 
southern 
hemisphere 
is the 


strength and endurance of the horse 
Though to look at they are the sorriest 
scrags I ever set eyes on, yet they ap- 
pear to be possessed of a power of get- 
ting over the ground that is little shorl 
of miraculous, and so astonishing in its 
persistence as to seem automatic. 
A 


very striking instance came under my 
notice only a few days after landing in 
Cape Town in 1803. I was sitting one 
Saturday afternoon on the stoop 
oJ 


Park's hotel, which occupied the cornez 
of Adderley and Strand streets, when a 
dust-covered horseman stopped and dis- 
mounted. His horse was taken to the 
stables, and in the course of conversa- 
tion in the bar I learned that he was o 
member of a legislative assembly for 
on up-country district. There was no 
railway communication with the 
in- 


terior in those days, and he had ridden 
In from his home at Colesberg in less 
than six days, having started the 
previous Monday. 


Xow Colesburg is more than 500 miles 


from Cape Town, and the country is 
very rough going, much of it being 
heavy sand and other parts very moun- 
tainous. No English-bred horse, fed ac- 
cording to English methods, could have 
accomplished such a ride as this, more 
especially when we consider the tem- 
perature of the Cape Colony. I went to 
look at the animal on which the jour- 
ney had been performed, and found it 
to be a littlo roan schimmel barely 14 
hands, and apparently as fresh as paint. 
Another very remarkable ricle that 
same undermy notice was performed by 
a Boer who lived a few miles from Gray- 
town, in Xatal. His wife was taken ill, 
and a particular medicine, not to be ob- 
tained in Graytown, was imperative. Sc 
in the early hours of the night he start- 
ed for Maritzberg, 55 miles distant, 
through an extremely hilly country, 
and was back ou his farm in 16 hours 
The remarkable thing in this ride was 
that this Boer weighed over 37 stone. 


In my own experience many instances 


of the wonderful staying powers ol 
African horses have occurred. To men- 
tion one, in 1SGC, I had been appointed 
honorable secretary for the lirst ath- 
letic sports held iu the Umboti county 
of Natal. They were to be held in Gray- 
town on boxing day, which fell on a 
Monday. All preparations, entries, etc., 
were concluded early 
in December, 


when I received an urgent request to 
po to the Transvaal to look after o 
friend who was lying very ill in his 
wagon, with no attendants but a couple 
of raw kaffii*. I rode as hard as I could, 
and found-him among the kepjes of the 
Drakcnsberg, between Lydcnberg and 
Wakkersthoom, very bad with fever, 
which he had contracted somewhere in 
the low country to the northwest. I 
tended him for some days until he was 
clearly out of danger, and then sudden- 
ly remembered that I had to bein Gray- 
town on Monday morning. I was then 
sitting- on the wagon-box drinking my 
morning coffee at six o'clock Saturday 
morning. Graytown was 
220 miles 


away, but I was at my post there at ten 
a. m., and in addition took a second 
prize both in running and jumping 
competitions.—African Life.

lookuee, Ohoopee and Oshkosh, Minnc- 
tonka and Massabcsic, Contoocuuk, Loo- 
jootee and Hatchechubbee. IVe like to 
roll his Kcnnebunk and Cuttyhunk, his 
Kantueket and Wnchusctt, his Kiu!:a- 
poo and Tetonka over our tongues, for 
the mountain breezes and breath of the 
prairie are in them, and ill indeed could 
we spare them.—Self Culture.

THE HEW PARASOL. 


It Cornel'in Odd Oembfanlloai and 


Exijaiftite Coloring;*—iloiT to 


Blake the Cover. 


It has come to a pass that you buy 


your parasol cover as you purchase a 
new dress for yourself. If you want 
your parasol to go out on a cloudy day 
you get a dark wash silk cover for it. 
If it is to do all its traveling at the sea- 
shore on a sunshiny day, you provide ii, 
with a trousseau of many colors. 


You can get a white chiffon cover for 


your parasol trimmed aruund the fer- 
ule with a ruffle, which is gathered with 
baby ribbon. Another ruffle will trim 
the top or outer rim of the parasol. 
YOH can also buy a dotted mull cover 
trimmed with lace ruffles, the ruffles 
faling one over the other until the par- 
asol is all covered. You can buy silk 
covers of every color to match your dif- 
ferent gowns, and its cover will have its 
ruffles of chiffon and lace. 


If you inquire the price of these par- 


asol dresses you may iind the figure 
rather large. 
They are not cheap by 


any means, but the redeeming feature 
is that you can make one at home, and 
thus you can have a very nice parasol 
for a very small sum. The shops are 
selling now at very low figures—when 
workmanship is counted. 


But in making your ou-n parasol 


cover take the advice of a Fifth avenue 
maker, who gets up these covers by the 
half dozen for her Newport patrons. 


"Choosu the thinnest material; lisse 


is very good. 
Get it the right width. 


This can be ascertained by measuring 
your parasol. 
Open it and stretch a 


tape measure from the middle to tlie 
outside edge, or from the end of tlie 
ferule to one of the tips; add three 
inches. Select goods that width. 


"Cut off a piece at least two yards 


long; better three. Sometimes, if 1 am 
handling chiffon, I use four yards. Sew 
it together untilit is an endless piece. 


"Now gather it around the top, using 


white liaby ribbon. 
Leave a ruflle. 


Gather it also around the outside edge, 
using baby ribbon for this purpose. 


"Now dress your pnrssol. 
Slip the 


cover over tlie parasol and tie it with the 
baby ribbon tightly around the ferule. 


"Dispose the gathers evenly around 


the edge and tie the baby ribbon in a 
tiny bow. 


"Next take several tiny pieces of baby 


ribbon and run through the chiffon. 
Tie around the ends of the ribs invis- 
ibly. 


"When you have made a deep ruffle 


of lisse or chiffon sew it upon the out- 
side riin of the parasol in such a way 
that it will fall over the face when one 
is carrying it. Mauy covers are made, 
but all the successful ones are upon 
this pattern." 


It is to hi: decidedly a parasol sum- 


mer, the parasol being carried as an 
ornament like a fan, even when not in 
use. 
With this the case it becomes a 


mutter of 1aste to-match the parasol 
to the suit, or at least to the bodice. 


Some of them are absolutely bewil- 


dering in their variety of trimming. 


The parasols are bewildering in puffs, 


ruffles, lace, applique and artificial 
flounces, but white seems to be the pre- 
vailing color. 
You can match your 


dresses by adding flounces to corre- 
spond in color, but the chitt'on parasol 
must be white. 


A dainty parasol was made half way 


of pompadour silk; white with festoons 
of pink roses. The rest- of the parasol 
was covered 
with smoothly drawn 


mousseline appliqued with white lace 
and edged with a tinj' ruching of mous- 
seline. The wire frame inside was cov- 
ered with a tiny ruffle of pink chiffon, 
forming a most becoming background. 
Another in the same style was half 
covered with puffings of white chiffon 
above the mousselinc, embroidered in 
silver sequins. 


Haudlfs are of light natural wood 


sometimes, but more often of mothtr- 
of-pearl. carved ivory or Dresden china 
mounted in silver. Long, Hat handles 
nre used almost exclusively. 


Many parasols are trimmed on the in- 


side instead of the outside, but the in- 
side trimmings prevent the closing of 
the parasol except iu a bungling way. 
They are used for the afternoon prom- 
enade. Chilian ruilles and soft roses 
are best adapted to the inside trim- 
ming.—Philadelphia Press.

Scatter 


chopped parsley over the chestnuts and 
serve.—Boston' Globe.

SCOTCH HIGHLANDS MILLS, 


The Project to 
I'BC AVuterfalln to 


Gcnernte Electrical Power 


In That Country. 


Waterfalls are being used more and 


more to 
produce electrical power. 


Switzerland has no coal with which to 
make steam to run her industries, and 
so her waterfalls have been the driving 
force. They are now beginning to be 
used still more effectively to produce 
electricity as a motive power. 
The 


rapids aud falls of the upper Rhine nre 
now generating electricity which is 
used in the mills of that region. 
A 


large enterprise is also on foot for the 
production of electricity in the Scottish 
Highlands by means of water power. 
It may not be so very long before the 
prediction of Lord Kelvin that "the 
production of electricity by means of 
waterfalls will some day attract a pros- 
perous population to the Scottish High 
lands" will come true. 


The British parliament has before it 


the project to obtain electrical power, 
equal to 35,000 horse power, by means 
of the chain of lochs along the border of 
Perth and Argyll counties to tlie west 
of the Grampian mountains. The most 
important 
of these lochs is Ericht, 


which has a length of about 17 miles, 
its waters discharging into Loch Kan- 
noch and then iuto the Toy. It is pro- 
posed to build a large dam at the ex- 
treme south of the loch, turning it into 
a great reservoir, and then to pass the 
accumulated waters far below in tho 
valley through an aqueduct to the elec- 
tric plant, where the water power will 
bo used to generate electricity enough 
to drive many large mills. It is pro- 
posed to follow the same course with 
all the lochs between the Grampians 
and Loch Lcven. Thus a series of reser- 
voirs, at high elevation, will be sup- 
plied, and the fall of water to lower 
levels through the aqueducts will feed 
the stations producing the electricity. 
The fall of water in some cases will be 
000 feet, and that at Loch Ericht alone 
is expected 
to produce 
electricity 


amounting to 1-1,000 horse power. 


In our western mining regions the 


process of producing and reducing ores 
is being considerably cheapened by the 
utilization of \vater power to produce 
electricity for driving the machinery. 
This is a recent feature of our mining 
operations and is a new economy that 
is diminishing expenses. Great Britain 
lias been very slow to adopt electricity 
ns a motive power, but is fully con- 
vinced nt hist of its economy anrl mer- 
its, and electric street cars arc begin- 
ning to appear on the streets of a few 
c:itics. 
In January last 
the experi- 


mental line that has been building in 
Liverpool was started. It is two and a 
half miles in length, has a double track, 
and, 
as the line is already successful, 


it is expected that electricity will super- 
sede horse power on the entire street 
railroad system. FJectric street cars 
ivere also introduced on the streets of 
ahisgow in October last. 


Germany 
has 
been 
much wider 


iuvake, and while electric street cars 
in England are still in the experimental 
stage, C3 cities of Germany Imve intro- 
duced them with great succc-ss, and in 
35 other cities or districts these rail- 
roads are now in course of construction. 
Most of the industrial cities of West- 
iihulia and the llhine province are con- 
nected by a network of electric roads 
iVhich serve not oniy for passengers, 
uut also for freight traffic.—X. Y. Sun.

secured a box. The papers made much 
of the announcement that he would be 
accompanied by a diplomatic represent- 
ative of the Chinese emperor, who was 
on his way to Havana to make a study 
of anrl report upon the condition o£ Chi- 
nese merchants and laborers in Cuba. 


All of New Orleans' upper tendom 


was at the opera that night. Natili and 
the Chinese dignitary, the latter at- 
tired in the most gorgeous robes of 
state, were given a small ovation be- 
tween the acts in the foyer and in the 
reception-rooms, 


Between the third and fourth nets 


there was an unusually long wait, and 
the manager of the company told Xatili 
that the singers would like to lie intro- 
3uecd to his excellency from China if 
he cared to visit behind the scenes, and 
so back they all went with a proces- 
sion of gilded youths trailing behind 
them. 


Quite a reception was held on the 


stage while the curtain was down. One 
by one the singers were led to the chair 
occupied by the distinguished celestial 
and were presented with fitting cere- 
mony, nnd after a few unintelligible 
ivords each would join the circle of 
swell young men lounging near. 


Quick as n flnsh Natiii saw his op- 


portunity. Without a word to anyone 
he pressed the button which sent the 
Hirtain up and gave the audience an un- 
expected tableau. 
Grouped about the 


stage were chorus girls and society 
pets, the celestial was gallantly kiss- 
ing the soprano's baud and Xatili — was 
:>ut of sight behind the scenes. 


For two or three years theidcntity of 


the Chinese diplomat remained a mys- 
:cry, but finally, at a banquet, Xatili 
.•onfessed that lie was only the well-to- 
:lo cousin of the proprietor of a num- 
ber of waslihouscs in Xcw Orleans. 


A couple of years ago he heard a Mcx- 


can gentleman deliver a short address 
Dn the growth nnd prosperity of Mex- 
ico. It proved to be an eloquent speech 
ny a prominent, attorney of the City of 
Mexico. 
Xatili kept repeating it over 


and over until IK; fully mastered it in 
every respect, except to understand the 
nenning of the words. lie overcame 
'.hat obstacle by the use of a lexicon. 


Not long afterward he was present at 


a banquet in Ilurango with 
Messrs. 


Iluntington and Hutchison. It was n 
formal celi'bration of the completion of 
the Mexican International railroad to 
that city. Xatili asked Hunlington to 
nee that lie was called upon fora speech. 
Miiiitinffton did so. 
Xmiii made the 


hit of the evening with his memorized 
address. lie was cheiinid to the echo 
and was congratulated by the personal 
representative wliom 1'rcsidcnt Diaz 
had sent to the banquet. — Philadelphia
